1901 to 1902 


Report of the Council, 


As provided for by the rules of the Society, the Council have 
now to submit to the members their Thirty-fourth Annual Re¬ 
port, dealing with the financial and general condition of the 
Institute and the progress it has made during the past year. 

Members.—h is satisfactory to announce that twenty- 
four new members have been elected during the year, a number 
considerably above the average. On the other hand, seventeen 
names have been withdrawn from the roll; five from death, six 
from resignation, and six from non-payment of subscription for 
more than two consecutive years. The net gain is thus seven, 
the number on the roil at the present time being 162. The 
members removed bv death are Mr. W. Aitken, Captain Colbeek, 
Mr. E. T. Dufaur, Mr. S. Eastham, and Mr. W. J. Hill, all of 
whom have been associated with the Institute for many years. 

Finance.—The balance-sheets accompanying the Report 
give full particulars of the financial position of the Institute, 
so that a brief synopsis is all that need be given here. Omitting 
the donations received for the purchase of the Mair Collection, 
which will be referred to in a special paragraph, and also ex¬ 
cluding the balance of £136 Is. 6d. in hand at the commence¬ 
ment of the year, the total revenue of the Working Account has 
been £759 8s. 10d., as against £897 7s. 4d. for the previous year. 
The interest yielded by the invested funds of the Costlev 
Bequest has been £365 8s. 2d., the amount for 1900-1901 being 
£436 5s. Od. The Museum Endowment has contributed in 
rents and interest £309 10s. 0d., the sum for the previous year 
being £333 11s. 7d. The members’ subscriptions have 
amounted to £126, showing a substantial increase on the sum 
collected during the last year. The total expenditure, omitting 
the amount paid for the Mair Collection and the Maori House, 
has been £869 3s. 10d., leaving a credit balance of £76 6s. 6d. 
in the Bank of New Zealand. The Council are glad to report 
that the invested funds of the Institute are in a satisfactory 
state. The total amount at the present time is £13,877 8s. 9d., 
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showing an increase of £287 18s. 9d. during the year. With 
the exception of a few hundred pounds lodged in the Bank of 
New Zealand, the whole of this is invested in mortgage on free¬ 
hold properties or in Government debentures. 

Museum Endowment.—The Crown Lands Board have 
sold two small blocks of country lands during the year, and the 
proceeds, amounting to £113 12s., have been paid over to the 
Institute for the purpose of investment. With this exception, 
there is little to report under this head. The interest on the 
capital sum invested has been regularly received, and the Crown 
Lands Board have from time to time handed over the rents de¬ 
rived from those endowments which are leased. The Council 
regret that there are several endowments situated in country 
townships which are apparently unsaleable at present, and from 
which no revenue is being obtained.

Most of the above papers have been forwarded to Wellington 
with the view of their insertion in the next volume of “Trans¬ 
actions.” Volume 33 of the “Transactions,” containing the 
papers read before the various affiliated Societies during the 
session for 1900, was not received'for distribution until Novem¬ 
ber, 1901. On a previous occasion the Council pointed out 
that any delay or irregularity in the appearance of the annual 
volume was much to be deprecated, and they trust that the 
Board of Governors will adopt measures to prevent any recur¬ 
rence of such an objectionable delay. 

Museum.—With the exception of a short period devoted to 
cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum 1 has been open to the 
public daily throughout the year; on week-days from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., on Sundays from 2 to 5 p.m. On Sundays the 
visitors have been regularly counted, the total number being 
13,649, or an average of 262 for each Sunday. The largest 
attendance was 1,003, on June 2 ; the smallest 45, on March 
24th. The week-day attendance is estimated at 100 per day, 
making a total of 31,300, or of 44,949 for the whole year. Last 
year the number Avas estimated at 43,071. 

The most noteworthy occurrence in connection with the 
Museum is undoubtedly the purchase of the Mair Maori Col¬ 
lection. This, which was deposited in the Museum by Captain 
Gilbert Mair in 1890, has long been admitted to be the best 
prnate collection of the kind in existence, and its removal would 
ha\e done irreparable harm to the Museum. When Captain 
Mair intimated in September last, that he intended to dispose 
of the collection, and that offers had already been made for it 
by several European Museums, the Council at once recognised 
that an effort must be made to retain it in Auckland. The 
price asked was £1,000, which Avas to cover not only the articles 
in the Museum, but a considerable number of others Avhich had 
been retained by Captain Mair in his own possession, the total 
number of specimens being about 400. The Council need 
hardly say that the Institute itself was unable to make the pur¬ 
chase. For many years the whole of the revenue has been 
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absorbed by the growing needs of the Museum, and to have 
drawn so large a sum as £1,000 from the invested capital, upou 
which the income of the Society depends, would have been rash 
and injudicious in the extreme. Under such circumstances, it 
was decided to issue a circular to the citizens of Auckland, ex¬ 
plaining the position, and inviting donations for the purchase 
of the collection as the only means of retaining it in Auckland. 
The response to this invitation has been most generous, and 
has amply proved that the people of Auckland are ready and 
willing to support any object of undoubted public utility. The 
amount contributed up to the present time has been £962 7s. 7d.. 
and there can be little doubt that the full sum of £1,000 will be 
obtained before the subscription lists are finally closed. In the 
meantime the collection has teen secured, and the whole of it 
is now displayed in the Museum. The Council have great 
pleasure in recording their most grateful thanks for the liberal 
and sympathetic assistance which has teen so freely rendered. 
A full list of all donors will be found appended to the report. 

The Council have also to report the purchase of the well- 
known Maori carved house, Te Rangitihi, formerly standing at 
Taheke, on the northern shore of Lake Rotoiti. This house, 
which is about 60ft. in length by 25ft. in width, with a height 
of 18ft., is beautifully carved throughout, and is considered to 
be one of the best and most complete Runanga Houses in exist¬ 
ence, and will doubtless form a most attractive addition to the 
Museum. It is hoped to erect it as an annexe to the eastern 
side of the Maori Hall, but the estimated cost is so large that it 
is doubtful whether it is within the means of the Institute. 
The matter is now in the hands of a sub-committee, which will 
report to the Council. The thanks of the Institute are due to 
Captain G. Mair for his assistance in negotiating the purchase. 

The most interesting donation made 1o the Museum is an 
elaborate Japanese Shinto Shrine presented bv Mr. L. I). 
Nathan. It is a large-sized model, standing over 7ft. in height, 
of a well-known Japanese temple erected on a small island in 
Lake Riwa, in the province of Omi, and is believed to te more 
than 100 years old. It is lacquered and gilt inside and out, 
and is a most beautiful specimen of Japanese decorative art, 
worthy of a place in any museum. Other additions of note to 
the Ethnological collections are a series of Australian weapons, 
implements, etc., presented by Mr. W. 1). Campbell, formerly a 
resident of Auckland; a small but interesting set of Indian 
bronze representations of Buddha, etc., presented by Captain 
W. Shakespear; and a collection of hafted stone-axes from the 
Cook Islands, deposited by Colonel Gudgeon. 
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The progress made in the Zoological portion of the Museum 
has not been nearly so satisfactory, although a considerable 
number of small donations and additions have been received, 
and although several improvements have been made in the 
arrangement of the collections. It must be borne in mind that 
no rapid advance can be made in this department of the Museum 
until the funds of the Institute permit of the employment of a 
resident taxidermist, and of this there is no immediate prospect. 

Library. —About forty volumes have been added to the 
Library by purchase during the year. The usual exchanges 
and presentations from foreign institutions have been received, 
together with some donations from private individuals. The 
scientific periodicals and magazines subscribed to by the In¬ 
stitute, a list of which will be found in another part of the 
report, have also been regularly received, and to some extent 
have been circulated among the members. Some expenditure 
has also been incurred in binding arrears of magazine and serial 
literature. A full list of all additions to the Library will be 
found appended to the report. 

Little Barrier Island.— The Institute still retains 
the management of the Little Barrier Island as a reserve for 
the preservation of the avifauna of New Zealand. The Curator, 
Mr. Shakespear, has resided on the island during the year, and 
reports that no unauthorised persons have landed thereon, and 
that no attempt has been made to interfere with the birds. So 
far as can be ascertained, the birds show no signs of decreasing 
in numbers; in fact, the Curator is of opinion that several 
species have shown a decided increase during the last two or 
three years. There can be little doubt that if a resident guar¬ 
dian is maintained on the island it will for many years remain 
a secure home for a large part of the avifauna of Mew Zealand. 

In conclusion, the Council have to thank the members and 
others for the assistance and encouragement they have given 
towards furthering the objects of the Insitute, and which they 
hope will he again freely rendered during the coming year.
